HEALTH, CHARM

| THIS modern werld, where 
most of our waking hours are

So many 
women tell me that they know 
their bodies require eight or nine 
hours of sleep to feel well and 
rested, yet they have difficulty 
going to sleep at night. This is a 
common difficulty. Prolonged 
Strain or fatigue will prevent 
your sleeping when you need it 
most. It is wise to keep this in 
mind and try to relax from time 
to time during the day to avoid 
being over-tired at bedtime. 

Exercise by releasing the mus- 
cles and nerves will often help 
induce slumber. You may ask if 


more exercise for your already 
tired body will not increase your 
weariness, but I assure you that 
they will not. Stretching, yawn- 
ing and twisting are natural 
movements that will loosen your 
Lite muscles so they can really 
relax. 


Before you get in bed, try 
bending forward from the waist, 
and holding your knees stiff, 
touch the toes with the finger- 
tips Repeat for ten times. This 
exercise, while simple, is effec- 
tive, sinee it stretehes the mus- 
cles.of the legs, arms and back. 


Or pop into bed and try this 
one—lie flat on your back and 
bring the right leg up and back 
until you touch the head of your 
bed, and lower it slowly. Now 
with the other leg. Alternate one 
and then the other until you feel 
a bit tired, then let the legs drop, 
limp and relaxed. 

Add a drink of warm milk or 
orange juice and it will do won- 
ders toward easing the nervous 
and emotional tension that 
makes sleep difficult, brings lines 
to your face and destroys your 
youth and beauty. If you do not 
like milk or orange juice, there 
are other fruit or milk drinks 
that are good for the system and 
hasten sleep. Two or three milk 
crackers or fresh fruit are satis- 
fying and ‘will not disturb your 
digestion in any way while you 
sleep. 


ANSWER TO QUERY 

Dear Miss Hunt: ‘Will you 
please tell me what causes 
dark pouches under the eyes 
and what I can do to correct 
them? I am young and have 
a good fair skin, but the 
dark circles under my eyes 
spoil my appearance. M. W. 


Answer: Sunken eyes with 
dark circles around them are 
sometimes inherited and mean 
nothing. On the other hand, 
they may be due to lack of fresh 
air, not enough sleep, nervous- 
ness, an intestinal or organic 
disturbance. Ask the advice of 
your physician and then, check 
up on your living routine for a 
balanced diet, daily exercise, 
sufficient sleep and sufficient wa- 
ter. Local treatment consists of 
bathing the eyes with a warm 
solution of boric acid, bathing 
around them with water that is 
quite warm and rinsing in cool. 
Finish the treatment by laying 
over the eyes, pads of gauze that 
have been saturated in ice-cold 
witch hazel or a solution of salt 
water.

CRACKERS AID 
TO EVERY MEAL 


By’ JUDITH WILSON 

HE next time you make a 

shopping tour, cok over the 
assortment of crackers on your 
grocer’s shelves. There are big 
ones and little ones, filed and 
Plain, salty and sweet, healthful, 
new and old-fashioned ones. It 
will be no trouble at all to select 
those that meet the needs of 
your particular household—un- 
less you are tempted to buy them 
ali. Crackers lend enchantment 
to every course and to every 
meal of the day. 

Assorted Canapes 

Dinner being the most impor- 
tant meal, we start there—with 
the canapes to be served: with a 
cold drink either in the living 
room or at the table. Either the 
crackers or caviar cases may be 
used. Some mixtures taste best 
on plain salted’ crackers, others 
sre best on snappy caraway 
crackers. or cheese crackers. 
Caviar, anchovy or deviled ham 
are best on plain crisp crackers 
or butter wafers; pate de fois 
gras or any liver paste is deii- 
cious when spread on salty whole 
wheat crackers; chopped egg 
and celery on cheese crackers 
make popular canapes. 

The newest trick is to arrange 
an assortment of crackers on a 
pretty plate and pass them on a 
tray surrounded by small dishes 
filled with different canape mix- 
tures. Your guest selects his 
own combinations. 

Soup Crackers 

Serve your heavy or cream 
soups with plain crackers and 
your lightcr soups with some- 
thing like wholewheat, pretzels, 
cadaway seed or cheese crackers. 

For the main course crackers 
may be used in all sorts of ways. 
Ss crackers, zwieback, rusks or 
puff pastry may serve as the ba- 
sis for rarebits or creamed meat. 
Crackers, may be used to extend 
meat or vegetable casseroles or 
serve as deliciousiy flavored 
Stuffings for fish, fowl or even 
for vegetables. To illustrate, let 
me give you the recipes for ,the 


unusually good pork chop cas-, 


serole in. the second menu. 
Pork Chop Casserole 
Crumble fine sixteen flake 
crackers and prepare two cups of 
The stuffed onions 1n the first 
menu make a dish that is hearty 
enough for the piece de resist- 
onee for luncheon or supper. 
Peel and parboil six ‘!arge onions 
in salted water. Drain and re- 
move the centers. Chop the cen- 
ters and combine with twelve 
crumbled  saltines, one-fourth 
cup chopped cooked meat, two 
tablespoons melted butter, salt 
and pepper and a pinch of 
thyme or sage if you like it. Re- 
fill the onions with this mixture 
and place them in a buttered 
baking dish. Make two cups of 
medium white sauce and pour 
over the onions. Sprinkle with 
one-fourth cup grated cheese. 
hake covered for fifteen minutes 
in a hot oven, uncover and 
brown, This makes six servings.

What it. Means to Child. 

When a child comes face to 
face with such a tragedy, of the 
many questions he asks concern- 
ing it two questions worry him 
most. He wants to know what 
caeath is — how it feels to ‘be 
aeand, And he wants ‘to knew 
why we must die. If we ex- 
plain boch of these gngles. of 
the business of death to hi sat- 
isfaction, tt is. unlikely that he 
will develop morbid :déas on the 
sabject. A child’s horrer of 
death: is two-fold, as not only is 
he affected by a deep sense of 
Icss, but he is disturbed by the 
thought that the same thing 
might happen to him. 

A child should be told that in 
death there is no sensation; that 
it is like sleep, a deep sleep from 
which cne does net rise again. 
The latter should help him: to 
understand the need for burial. 
This is important as veing so 
vitally alive himseif, a child 
cannot imagine non-existence. 
He is apt to develop an idea 
therefore that his deceased wet 
or friend is buried alive. He 
needs to be told the physical 
facts of life to erase such possi- 
bie fears from his mind. When 
this has been attended to, a pa- 
rent may bring added comfort 
to the troubled mind and heart 
of the child by explaining his 
own religious beliefs. : 

A Constructive Philosophy 

If a parent has no religious 
beliefs, then surely he must have 
some philosophy of death. He 
should explain it-to his child as 
if he thought him an equal in 
intelligence and experience, The 
idea is to discuss death as if it 
were a hard fact. 

For instance, tell a child that 
death is the natural end to. all 
things, flowers, animals includ= 
ed. That normally it comes ‘at 
the end of a full life and when 
Cne is old; and that the beauti- 
ful part about death is that by 
the time it comes one really 
wants to die. And make sure 
that .Youe explain that it-never

Prance’s Oldest Living 


Author ... Peace Man 


SCR RANCE'S Grandmother,” 
who tcday is nearing her 
1COcn anniverscry in a quiet 
heuve on the outskirts of Paris, 
lives in the past. Upknown ts 
mot moderns and forgotien by 
many old men who loved her in 
her youth, Julictte Adam, oldest 
, Surviving French author of first 
rank, sits and contemplates 
things. \ 

Julictte Laniber was only 
twelve years old when Louis- 
Philippe lost his crown, and 
fourteen, the year Balzac died. 
At the outbreak of the now far- 
distant Franco-Prussian War 
she was 34 years old and had 
just been married to Edmond 
Adam, police prefect in the “Na- 
tional Defense’ government of 
those stormy days. 

Already known in the world of 
letters, Mme. Adam quickly be- 
came one of the most popular 
hostesses in Paris. Talented, 
tactful, good-looking and keen, 
she drew to her salons the great 
men of politics, science, the arts 
and letters of half a century ago. 

Juliette Adam possessed a 
Sensitive style. She was a poet. 
a nationalist, a monarchist and- 
also a catholicist. She was a 
royal Marianne’ impersonated, 
the first French writer who 
dared to prick the balloon of 
Gambetta’s sociglism, one of the 
first openly to deplore that pop- 
ular statesman’s peacemaking 
with Bismarck. It was Leon 
Daudet who christened her ‘The 
Nation's Grandmother.” 


To her credit Mme. Adam has 
more than twenty novels, me- 
moirs, historical sketches, trav- 
elogues and short stories. She 
also founded the Nouvelle-Revue. 
When asked by the great Glad- 
stone what she aimed to do with 
her magazine, she replied: 
“Fight Bismarck, free Alsace 
Lorraine, and give young writers 
fame ten years sooner than they 
would otherwise get.” She even 
predicted that Bismarck would 
be dead before the New Review 
died. She was right: the maga- 
aine she founded is still being 
published.

ITH the nations of the world 

at loggerheads wjth regard 
to disarmament, it isginteresting 
at this time to recall that for 
more than thirty years, Sir Nor- 
man Angell, noted pacifist, has 
used his voice and pen in a vain 
effort. Today he looks at the 
world from a tiny island off the 
East coast of England, which he 
calls home, and admits he is 
“plumb” @iscouraged. 

Describing this ‘tsland to a re- 
cent visitor, Six Norman said: 
“At low tide I have 350 acres 
and at high tide I have 50 acres. 
That’s enough for any map. I 
have oyster beds and a cove 
where ducks breed. In fact, my 
only annoyance comes from duck 
hunters, who invade my cove in 
skiffs with a small cannon in the 
bow. I've gof to put a stop to 
that.” 

This ig the man who was born 
Plain Ralph Lane. He came to 
America’ fram England as a 
young man and went. West, 
where he ditt -eowpunching and 
prospecting for gold. Then he 
became 2 journalist. Im 1898 he 
went to England as correspon- 
dent for several American news- 


papers. 
In 1905, he established the 
- Parig ‘edition of the London 
Daily. Mail and he managed it 
for ‘many years thereafter. The 
“Great Dusion,” which he wrote, 
weighed war in the balance and 
found it wanting. In 1913 he 
saw the war which was to in- 
volve the entire world coming. 
He predicted that it: would be a 
losing investment for all partici- 
Pants. He has always challenged 
the advisability of war and on 
strictly economic grounds. 

‘New when he gets into a dis- 
cussion with any one on the sub- 
ject of world affairs he says, 
“Don’t say I didn’t’ warn you. I 
told. youl what would happen. 
Now you fix it.” 

So this man of peace limits 
himself to his little island and 
says he'll devote the rest. of his 
days to ay woh problems. 
Why, you Fe: Says ‘Sir 
Norman,’ “W ues are- solved, 
they stay solved.”
